Thursday Morning Session 
Bearskin, Clinton, N. C., Oct. 24, 1929. 


The Western Union Missionary Baptist Association con- 
vened in its Twenty-Fourth Annual Session on the above 
date and place, ‘The srevices were opened by singing hymn 
“There is not a friend like Jesus.” Scripture lesson, first 
chapter of our Lord’s Gospel recorded by St. John. Second 
hymn, ‘Amazing grace how sweet the sound.” Invocation 
by Rev. C. T. Underwood of Dunn, N.C. 


Ali present were permitted to express themselves. Dr. 
Moore of Wilmington, N. C., arose and made a few but very 
appropriate remarks along the line of Christian duties. 

The Moderator arose and after a few preliminary re- 
marks, announced the house ready for business. First, the 
Association accepted the program as a guide for the session.

At this time the the Program called for the Introduct- 
ory Sermon by Rev. W. H. Mainor and Rev. E. D. Boykin. 
Rev. James McEarchin was asked to serve in Rev. Boykin’s 
stead. He lined hymn 129, “AmTa soldier of the cross,” 
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ete. Scripture lesson, St. Matthew 10:1-9. Invoeation by 
Rev. BE. D. Boykin. Second bymn 151, “Father I stretch my 
hand to Thee,” ete. The Moderator arose and presented 
the speaker of the hour, Rey. Mainor, who led in singing, 
‘“O how I love Jesus.” Then after some very appropriate 
preliminary remarks, announced as his text Rev. 11:8, “I am 
He that was dead and behold I am alive for ever more,” ete. 
His sermon was a masterpiece, and every one present seem- 
ed to enjoy the Holy Spirit as he broke the bread of life to 
us. At the close of the sermon Rev. J. W. Bell sang “I am 
going every step of the way.” Bros. M. D. Merriti and C. 
V. Herring were asked to take up the offering. The follow- 
ing paid 25c: Bros. Merritt Herring, J. A. Boykin, Rev. P. 
M. Lee, E. W. Wright, M. L. Peterson, Arthur Peterson, J. 
A. Simmons, and D. A. Brewington. Perhaps there were oth- 
ers that might have paid 25c whose names we failed to get. 
Total $5.35. 

Dr. Moore arose and stated that his story would be a 
short one; he asked to come before the Association as soon 
as possible. The same was granted.

Thursday Afternoon Session 


The Association met promptly as per adjournment. De; 
votions were conducted by Bros. M. D. Merritt and Isaae 
toval. First hymn 145, “Blest be the tie that binds.” In- 
vocation by Bro. Merritt. The Moderator then arose and 
atter a few timely remarks, presented the speaker of the hour 
in the person of Dr. W. H. Moore, Missionary for astern 
N.C. He ascended the rostrum aad gave a thorough ex- 
planation of his appointment. He uged tor a subject, “Stew- 
ardship.” Stewardship of time, talent and means. The sub- 
ject was very interestingly discussed, and everybody present 
seemed to have enjoyed his address. 


He emphasized tithing; he proved to the body from per- 
sonal experience that we would all be bountifully blessed if 
- we would sacrifice more in giving to the cause of Christ. We 
ali were fully persuaded to give more back to the cause of 
Christ for the extension of his kingdom on earth among men. 
At his conelusion Rev. J. W. Bell led “I have found,” ete. 


Revs. C. C. Crawford and C. T. Underwood were asked 
to take the offering which amounted to $10.00. 
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Rev. R. W. Underwood, Vice President of the Baptist 
State Convention, was presented to the-body. He delivered 
an able address relative to the condition of the Missionary 
Baptist work in the state of N. GC. By motion the $10.00 
raised for Dr. Moore was supplemented to the amount of 
$25.00. The $15.00 was paid to Rev. R. W. Underwood. 

After afew remarks by the Moderater, the session ad- 
journed. Benediction by Rev. E. D. Boykin. 


Thursday Night Session 


The Association reassembled promptly at 7:30. Devo- 
tions were conducted in a general way. After a few prelim- 
inary remarks the Moderator announced that according to 
Program it was time for the welcome addresses andy 5.00: 
sermon by Rev. i. M. Saunders. He was presented by the 
Moderator and came forward. After a few brief prelimina- 
ry remarks, he announced as his text St. Matthew 28:19, “Go 
ye therefore and teach all nations,’ etc. He emphasized 
competeut leadership. His sermon was a masterpiece. All 
present seemed to enjoy it. At the close of his sermon Bro. 
Frank Boykin led in singing “O how sad it will be,” ete. 


Bros. A. F. Butler and W. M. Walker were asked to take 
the offering which amounted to $3.02. Rev. E. D. Boykin 
came forward and delivered the welcome address in bebalt 
of the church. Response by Rev. C. T. Underwood.

H. Parker having been called 
from labor to reward, it fell to the Vice Moderator to fill his 
place. Rev. A. A. Smith, the ex-Moderator, was asked to 
preside during the report and election of officers. Rev. Mur- 
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ray came forward and delivered his first annual report. The 
same was referred to a special committee. (See report.) 


The Treasurer came forward and submitted his report. 
(See report.) The Executive Board reported. (See report.) 
Committee on President’s Address reported. (See report.) 

At this hour the Program called for the Doctrinal Ser- 
mon by Rey. C. T. Underwood and Rev. U. A. Carlton. Rev. 
Carlton being absent, Dr. C. C. Sommerville accompanied 
him. Rev. Godwin sang “Blessed Assurance,” ete. Dr. 
Sommerville read 2nd Peter 2nd chapter. Invocation by 
Rev. D. W. Wilson. After another song the Moderator in a 
few well chosen words, presented the speaker of the hour, 
Rey. Underwood, who arose and after a few preliminary re- 
marks announced as his text 1st Peter 2:18, subject “The 
mission of truth is to born man again.” (2) To give freedom. 
(3) To give protection. (4) It gives strength. His sermon 
was a masterpiece. We were all made to feel good as he 
spoke to us out of the divine word of God. Prayer by Rev. 
J.D. Faison. Rev. Mallette led in singing “I have found,” 


ete. Revs. Wilson and Faison were called to lift the collec- 
tion amounting to $30.02. Benediction. 


Friday Afternoon Session 


The Association reassembled according to adjournment. 
Devotions were conducted by Rev. J. Mac Newkirk, Moder- 
ator of the Kenansville Eastern M. B. Association. First 
hymn No. 289, ‘‘Must Jesus bear the cross alone,” ete. Scrip- 
ture lesson 2nd chapter 2nd Epistle of Paul’s letter to the 
Romans. Invocation by Rev. P. M. Lee. After another hymn 
the Moderator arose and announced the house ready for bus- 
iness. The minutes of the forenoon session were read and 
adopted. The Rev. Dr. C.C. Sommerville of Portsmouth, 
Va., was permitted to come before the body. The entire bus- 
iness of the Association was suspended to hear him preach. 
Subject “The Origin of a New Life.” His sermon was a 
masterpiece; both saint and sinner were made to feel good 
while he broke the bread of life in such a spiritual way. 

At the close of his sermon the double quartette of the 
Sampson County Training School rendered a very melodious 
selection, “What are they doing?” Prof. M.D. Coley, prin- 
cipal of the Sampson County Training School, also came be- 
fore the Association and delivered a short but very appro- 
priate address, subject “The Need of an Education. 
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Rev. Newkirk came before the body and made a few but 
very interesting remarks, Committee on Nomination of Of- 
ficers reported. (See report.) Benediction. 


Friday Night Session 


The Association met promptiy at 7:45 o’clock. Devo- 
tions were conducted by Rev. D. W. Wilson and Bro. N. 
Robinson. First hymn, “I will trust.in the Lord,” ete. The 
services were continued by singing hymn No. 131, “O for a 
closer walk with God,” ete. The 114th division of the Psalms 
was read by Rev. Wilson. Invocation by Bro. Robinson. 


The Moderator arose and after a few remarks announced 
the house ready for business. The Program called for a 
sermon by Rev. P. M. Lee, Rev. Mallette alternate. He lined 
hymn No. 5,‘“‘A charge to keep I have,” and read the 28rd 
Psalm. Invocation by Rev. K. S. Davis. The Moderator 
then arose and presented the speaker, Rev. Lee, who after 
brief preliminaries announced as his text St. John 9:25, sub- 
ject “Knowing Christ.” (1) Knowing Christ by history. 
(2) Knowing Him dogmatically. (83) Knowing Him by exper- 
ience. He proved himself master of the subject. We were 
all caused to rejoice as he spoke to us out of God’s word. 

Bros. J. A. Boykin and Graham were asked to take the 
offering which amounted to $4.40.

Davis of the same city; and Rev. D. W. Wilson of Turkey, 
N.C. Each made timely remarks. Response by Rev. C. T. 
Underwood. Benediction. 


Saturday Morning Session > 


The Association met as per Program. Devotions were 
conducted by Revs. D. C. Fennell and J. W. West. First 
hymn “Try us O God,” ete. Scripture lesson, St. John 1:13. 
Invocation by Rev. W. M. Walker of Warsaw. Second hymn, 
No. 214, “My soul be on thy guard. The house was then an- 
nounced ready for business. By motion the minutes of the 
afternoon and night sessions were read and adopted. 

Motion passed to pay the traveling expenses of the del- 
egates to and from the State Convention. 
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At this time Rev. P. M. Lee opened up a very essential 
discussion, “The Qualifications of a Preacher.” 

One letter from the Daughters of Zion Association; con- 
tents $5.00. By motion the report was read and adopted 
with thanks. Committee on Program for 1930: Revs. W. E. 
Merritt, C. T. Underwood and C. C. Crawford. lKeading 
Clerks for the present session: Revs. P. M. Lee and C. C. 
Crawford. Prof. M. D. Coley was again permitted to come 
before the body and thank the Association for the substan- 
tial donation given to the Training School, estimated to be 
about $5,000.00 (five thousand dollars.) 

Committee on Obituary reported. (See report.) 

At this hour business was suspended for eulogies in 
memory of those who had been called from labor te reward 
since the last session of the Association. Special mention 
was made of Rev. H. Parker, the ex-Moderator. First hymn 
“The day is passed and gone.” Rev. C. T. Underwood read 
the biography, supplemented with appropriate remarks. The 
following participated in the services, viz: Bro. W. M.Samp- 
son, Rev. J. P. Faison, Prof. M. D. Coley, Prof. J. T. Stew- 
art and Rev. C. R. Murray. Rev. W. D. Wilson led “What 
are they doing in heaven.”’ 

The Moderator then presented the speaker of the hour, 
Missionary Sermon, by Rev. Crawford, who arose and after 
a short preliminary, announced as his text the 4th chapter 
of the Acts of the Apostles and 8th verse, “Ye shall be wit- 
nesses both in Jerusalem and Judea,” etc. By this time the 
church was filled to its seating capacity. His sermon was a 
masterpiece. It seemed that the Holy Spirit filled the house 
and every one present apparently enjoyed the presence of 
the Spirit of Christ. Invocation by Rev. D. C. Fennell. 

Rev. Carlton led ‘‘Love lifted me.”” Bros. J. H. Chest- 
nut and Charlie Fowler lifted the offering to the amount of 
$3.40. Benediction.

The Moderator 
arose and announced that since we were pressed for time we 
would dispense with the reading of the forenoon minutes. 
The time was spent in completing the work of the session. 

By motion the Association extended a standing vote of 
thanks to the pastor, church and the entire community for 
their very hospitable reception while in their midst. 

By motion the session adjourned to meet with the Chap- 
el Hill M. B. Church Thursday before the fourth Sunday in 
October 19380, D. V.

It has pleased the Almighty once more to permit this organization 
to assemble in anannual meeting. The 24th session of our Associa- 
tion brings with it a sense of joy and a sense of sadness. Of joy be- 
cause God has permitted so many of us once more to assemble to do 
business for Him. Of sadness because the death angel has visited our 
ranks and taken therefrom our shepherd. 

In the passing of Rev. H. Parker this Association has lost a great 
Moderator and wise leader. The heart of nearly every one who knew 
Rev Parker was saddened at the news of his exit to the better life. 
His was a lovable personality, full of sympathetic service to God and 
his fellowmen. 

In his demise we who are left behind bemourn our loss, yet we 
humbly submit to Him who said it was once appointed for man to die 
but after death the judgment. 

__ We therefore accede that our loss of him is his gain in the celes- 
tial world. 

It having pleased this body to elect me as Vice Moderator a year 
ago, I’ve tried to show my appreciation by service. I worked handin 
hand with the Moderator during his life to advance the great cause 
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for which this Association stands—mission, education and the further- 
ance of Christ’s kingdom on earth. 


Upon the death of the Moderator automatically I was called upon 
to fillthe vacancy. ThisI did tothe bestof my ability. We called 
one meeting of the Executive Board to adjust some business matters 
pertaining to the Association. We have tried to conduct the admin- 
istration on an economical basis, with the incurrenee of as little ex- 
pense as possible to the organization. 


A plan by which this Association may expand into a wore ser- 
viceable institution has been seriously considered by your humble ser- 
vant. It is impossible for usas a body to do anything tangible or 
make progress without a definite objective to strive for. 


If we do not take definite steps to set up an objective ora purpose 
for our existence very soon the now loyal churches forming this con- 
stituency will ask: ‘‘What are you doing with our money?’’ To their 
question they will demand a rightful answer. ‘‘Where there is no 
vision the people perish,’’ said Solomon. 


When this Association was in the formative stage it hada vision 
which was realized in the founding of the Union Academy School at 
Clinton. In later years this objective or school was merged into a 
County or State institution. Although we’ve contributed about $4000 
in real estate and cash to this modernly equipped school which grew 
out of our first efforts, we have no controlling interest in the schoo} 
today. 


Iam going to suggest to you a vision for your consideration, which 

[ trust will go down in history to the credit of this organization. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 

1 I recommend that $25.00 be given to Shaw University annually 
for education. 

2. That $25 00 be given for the cause of missions annually. 

3. That a committee of 5 or 7 be appointed to investigate the pos- 
sibility of founding a reform school for neglected ehildren. 

4, That every Pastor and Deacon in this bounds use every oppor- 
tunity to encourage and support the great work now being done by 
the Daughters of Zion Auxiliary. 

LT close with prayerful anticipation of seeing these suggestions put 
into operation during this session as far as possible.

ASSOCIATION 
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COVENANT

therefore in His strength engage: 

That we will exercise a Christian care and watchfulness over 
each other, and faithfully warn, exhort and admonish each other as 
occasion may require. 

That we will not omit closet and family religion at home, nor neg- 
lect the great duty of religiously training our children and those un- 
der our cave for the service of Christ and engagement of heaven. 

That we are the Light of the world, and the Salt of the earth, we 
will seek divine aid to enable us to deny ungedlines and every worldly 
lust, and to walk circumspectly in the world, that we may win the 
souls of men. 

That we will cheerfully contribute of our property, according as 
God has prospered us, for the maintenance of a faithful Evangelical 
Minister among us, for the support of the poor and to spread the gos- 
pel over the earth.

RESOLUTION 


That any act on the part of this body to change any Article of the 
Constitution of this body, that notice must be given at the session 
prior to the date of exchange; and change must be by a two-thirds 
majority vote of the members present at its regular session. 


PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION 


Whereas, the people of God are commanded to strive together in 
union of interest and effort for the advancement of Christ’s kingdom 
among men, therefore, we the Missionary Baptists of this section of 
North Carolina, agree to form ourselves into an Association for mu- 
tual help, having in view the following subjects: 

1 The establishment of union among our Churches upon princi- 
ples embracing discipline, government ané organization. 
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2. To encourage among the brethren by all means self-reliance, 
education and general improvements; to extend the gospel as far as 
our ability will permit; to secure these ends we pledge ourselves to 
God and to each other to sustain the principles embodied in this our 
Constitution: 


CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. This body shall be known as the Western Union Bap- 
tist Association. 

Art. 2. It shall be the object of this Association to aid and en- 
courage the work of the Churches in establishing Christ’s kingdom 
among men, to aid and encourage Home and Foreign Missions, the 
Colored Orphan Asylum, Ministerial and General Education and a re- 
lief fund for old and decrepit members. 


Art. 3. This Association shall be composed of churches and mem- 
bers who are in good standing in regular Missionary Baptist Church- 
es, namely, each Church representing shall be entitled to three dele- 
gates. 


Art. 4. Ministers pastoring churches or connected with churches 
by membership belonging to this Association shall be considered 
qualified members. 


Art. 5. Ministers in good and regular standing with other Asso- 
ciations may become a member of this Association by the payment of 
$1.00, and he accorded all privileges of this Association, including 
voting, a3 any other loyal member. 


Art. 6. Laymen may become annual members by the payment of 
twenty-five cents, and one desiring may become a Life Member by the 
payment of two dollars. 


Art. 7. Churches regularly organized Missionary Baptists may, be 
represented annuaily by the payment of ten cents per member, 50 per 
eent of which shall be appropriated as an Educational] fund, and 50 
ver cent for general expenses of the Association, Home and Foreign 
Missions. 

Art. 8. The officers of this Association shall be a Fresident, Vice 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, an Executive Board of sev- 
en and a Presbytery of five members, all of which shall be elected an- 
nually, and must be duly qualified members of the Association. 


Art. 9. All the above officersshall perform such duties as devolve 
upon them and especially the following: The President and Secretary 
shall sign all orders onthe Treasury; the Treasurer shall hold all 
monies and valuable papers belonging to the Association and pay all 
orders on the Treasurer that are properly signed, and give such bond 


as the Association may require. The Recording Secretary shall re-- 


cord all proceedings of the Association while in session and superin- 
tend the printing and distribution of the minutes. The Correspond- 
ing Secretary shall have charge of.all correspondence. The Presi- 
dent shall preside over the body and shall state questions for debate 
and decide all points of order. The Executive Board shall have full 
charge of all the work of the Association when not in session. It shall 
elect its own officers and meet as often as called together by the 
Chairman. 


Art. 10. The officers of this Association shall be elected annually 
and hold their offices until their successors are elected. 
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Art. 11. This body shall meet annually at such place as itmay se- 
lect on Thursday before the fourth Sunday in October and close on 
Saturday. 

Art. 12. The officers of this Association shall be elected by ballot 
unless otherwise determined by the Association. 

Art. 13. By appeintment of the Association there shall be preach- 
ed at each annual meeting an Introductory, Educational, Missionary 
and Doctrinal Sermon during the session. 

Art. 14. All ordained ministers belonging to this Association or 
pastoring in its bounds, are required to pay annually to the session 
$1.00, licentiate ministers 75 cents. 

Art. 18. Deacons are required to pay 50 cents annually and if del- 
egate 7d cents, each delegate is required to pay 25 cents annually. 
same to be paid in the church, one-half of which is to be applied to 
Ministerial Educational Funds, the other half to be applied to the ob- 
jects of the Association. 

Art. 16. This Constitution may be changed annually at the ses- 
sion by a two-thirds vote of the members present, notice having been 
given twelve months prior. 

Art. 17. The Sunday School Convention of this Association and 
Union Meeting shall represent annually to this Association and turn 
over the nes proceeds to the Association Treasurer.
